The World Police 
Force Question 
MANY PERSONS are naturally a bit 
puzzled over the result of the poll taken 
by the Associated Pres| among the mem­ 
bers of the United States Senate on their 
attitude toward post-war security. 
The question posed was “Do you favor 
committing the Senate and country now to 
a 
post-war course 
of 
preserving 
peace 
through 
an international police force?” 
Twenty-four 
senators 
answered 
“yes”; 
thirty-two answered “no” and thirty-two 
•ald they were not ready to answer now. 
Eight could not be reached. 
The most sensible position, to the no­ 
tion of this newspaper, was that taken by 
the thirty-two senators who said they were 
not yet prepared 
to 
give 
a 
categorical 
answer. 
For one thing, the question was 
too general, and it necessarily had to be at 
this time. 
For another, it is difficult to 
perceive how the Senate could make any 
definite commitment which would be bind­ 
ing upon the senators In office and the 
country when the question of past-war ar­ 
rangements comes up for consideration For 
•til] another thing, it la not clear what is 
meant by an “international police force ’ or 
by what “course of preserving the peace” 
it should or could take. 
It seems a bit discouraging to those 
who believe some security against recurring 
world war should be provided In the peace 
terms concluding the 
present 
holacaust 
that as many as thirty-two senators ans­ 
wered in the negative right off the bat 
without objecting to the form of the ques­ 
tion or seeking more details. Their number 
makes a formidable opposition. 
Anyway, this country surely doesn t 
want the mistake of the last peace repeat­ 
ed 
Whether the League of Nations could 
have averred the present war seems to have 
been answered by the league Itself; and 
whether the addition of this nation to the 
league would have helped its objective is 
scarcely likely in the light of history. The 
league simply was not the right kind of 
•tructure 
But sad experience has shown 
that not enough safeguards were vet up in 
the World War No. I peace settlement, and 
it Is a great pity. 
There are certain definite objectives 
this newspaper believes the people ardently 
seek tn the peace settlement to be made 
this time 
One is, of course, that peace 
can be adequately secured and recurrence 
of cataclysmic warfare prevented. 
Co­ 
equal with that is the security of individual 
freedom, which also means security of pri­ 
vate enterprise 
Still another is some rea- 
•onable arrangement for economic security 
and prosperity 
This newspaper believes 
these thing-* can be achieved through some 
•ort of international co-operation without 
the sacrifice of any national sovereignty. 
But it is a large subject and deserves most 
thoughtful study.

MEN OF FAITH 
will 
ponder 
more 
solemnly than customarily the most dra­ 
matic and the most dynamic story in all

It Is a story men cannot 
wholly fathom, but one which nevertheless 
penetrates deep into the heart. 
In churches throughout the world on 
this Good Friday the stupendous tragedy of 
the Cross will be recounted and revivified ~ 
not only in its stark details but in its world- 
shaking implications — during the three 
hours which commemorate the Passion. 
To some, this commemoration of what 
happened on Golgotha a little more than 
nineteen centuries ago means nothing more 
than the acceptance of a tremendous his­ 
toric fact. 
To others, there recurs a sense 
of awe ad wonderment in the recalling of 
the Immemorial story of a Man who died 
for men. for men by whom He had been 
denied, hated, scorned. 
As to the genesis of the emotion that 
impels an outward gesture of reverence on 
the part of those who are not followers — 
even from afar 
of the Nazareth, it is 
probably futile to speculate. 
It is enough

Chicken* in Sight 
For Every Pot 


RATTONEERS have cast. longing eyes 
at poultry, but the idea of rationing poultry 
Is believed to have been discarded because 
of the difficulty of enforcement. It is pre­ 
dicted now that production will be increas­ 
ed this year to the point that there will be 
chicken and turkey for everybody. 
Production of poultry for meat is ex­ 
pected tb Increase twenty-eight per cent 
over last year, with egg production up ten 
per cent. 
In 1942 the average American 
consumed 219 pounds of chicken and 3 7 
pounds of turkey, exclusive of government 
purchases. 
T h is year the per capita allot­ 
ment should reach 32.2 pounds of chicken 
and 3.9 pounds of turkey after all war re­ 
quirements are filled. 
America's ability quickly to increase 
poultry output means much at a time when 
world demand for other meats has reduced 
the supply drastically.

Still Another 
Tax Problem 


MEMBERS of the House of Representa­ 
tives at Washington have something else to 
consider in devising a new federal Income 
tax measure than deciding on a withhold­ 
ing plan and a pay-as-you-go plan, either 
of which could be passed separately, but 
both of which cannot likely be encom­ 
passed in one measure in view of the effort 
of thase opposing the pay-as-you-go m eth­ 
od to double up with part of the taxes of 
last year.

It has been said that no advance 
arrangements were made to land 
at specified points for fear of leak­ 
age of the news ahead of time, 
though Uw official announcement 
Indicates that failure to land at 
Chinese fields may have been due

to the uncertainty 
concerning the time of departure 
from the aircraft carrier. 


Tokio Damage Slight 


In a military sense the damage 
to Tokio was slight. 
Unless air 
raids can be repeated they are not 
likely to be of much military im­ 
portance. 
The argument is made 
that Japan neverlhele.s* was com­ 
pelled to .stagnate a large number 
of fighter planes for defense and to 
use up raw materials in anti-aircraft 
weapons and that all this had a 
military value. 
But the Japanese 
know as well as anybody on our 
side that if we depend again on 
aircraft carrier* to launch attacks 
against the Japanese mainland we 
cannot do so until the Allied navies 
control th* sea lane* approaching 
Japan. 
Tile chance of a repeat perform­ 
ance. therefore, is not likely for 
some time to come because me do 
not have any aircraft carriers to 
spare for such hazardous Journey* 
today and because Japanese recon- 
nalssance is doubtless better today 
so that such a feat would require 
considerable fleet protection by our 
navy. 


Token Affeir 


The raid on Tokiq can be class­ 
ed, therefore as a s tu n t-a token 
altair designed for Ha psychological 
el lect l ather than its military value 
and as such may have to be judged 
by

technicians. 
Stunts 
play a part but they are not usu­ 
ally worth the risks unless they
